2. Vlcentaa Brlrgya was born 10 November 1903 at Plyrilai, Llchii;;:-! i, 
which he Hated as hla official realdence until July, 1927. Hie 

now deceased, was Marie jus Brlrgys, who wne also born In Plynial. Ilia 
mother, also deceased, was Karya Vllkells Drlzgys. She was born at MoU- 
nonys, Lithuania. There is no record of any slscers. As of 11 December 
1952, Bishop Brlcgys listed the following addreuseo for his brothers;

3. The 1964-65 Chiesgo Telephone Directory lies no listing under 
either Joseph or Peter Brlzgys, but there is a listing under the name of 
Simon Brlzgys at 6920 South Rockwell Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, i'hcin 
number, 776-6062. 

4. Bishop Brlzgys was ordained ss e Rouan Catholic priest o . ; . 

1927, and assigned as an Assistant Pastor in the Ktlvorijn, LithiuT.i;. 
parish from 1927 until 1930. From 1939 to 1935, he wna a nCudent in 
Rome, Italy and Paris, Franco, receiving ht-i Doctorate in Phllosopliy on..’ 
Canon Law. From 1936 to 1940, he woo « Profesoor In a Catholic z'^niinctry 
in Llthusaid. He wait appointed to the Titulstr Sue of Bosana on 2 April 
1940 and, on 19 May .1940, consc>crated Bishop and assigned as AuKlllory 
to Archbishop Metropollt of Kaunas. In 1944, Bishop Brlzgys was sent to 
Germany by the Costap.). Since the end of WW II, Bishop Brlzgys has been 
Bishop of Lithuanian Ro.£ugccs in Bxlle in Europe, USA and other cuuntrieo. 
In 1952, he was accepted for Ecclesiastlcsl Service in the Archdiocese of 
Chicago, Illinois. 



5. The above Information concerning the affiliation of Bishop Bricgyy 
with the Roman Catholic Church was contslned in a aCateaient signed by Joseph 
J. Skvlrcekof, Archblohop of Ksunaa, under date of 16 June 1952, and in 
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another ststement by Sainuoi Cuidlnal Stritch, Archbinhop of Chicago, 
under date of 9 Mi'y 191)2. Because of vrltlni?, the last four letters 
in the name Skvlrcekef may not be accurate. 

6. Bishop Brlzgya Listed his address from July 1944 until August 
1951 as 7 Alter Koi'nmaikt, Regensburg, Germany. In another document, he 
showed tils addretis during the period of October 1948 to January 1949 as 
c/o Sisters of the Ihre clous blood, Yonkars, Now York. Proa Auguot, 1951 
to October, 1951 l>« was in Venezuela. He arrived in the US on 3 October 
19.51, and laalntained a reoidence with Revereisd Stanley Valuckls, Chaplain 
of St. Casimlr's Aiadeny, 67/)2 South Rockvell Avenue, Chicago, iniuc'l?. 
lltle in either • part of, or affiliated tritb, Haria High School, 6727 :>. 
California Avenue, Chicago. 

7. Rttcords Indicate that Bishop Brltpys first entered the US at La 
Guiirdla Airport, Kev York on 29 October 1948 so a nonlaalgraut visitor. 

He departed New York on 24 July 1949. He Dtated that, during this period, 
at the Invitation of Bishops, he visited Lithuanian psrlahee in the USA 
and Canoda, speaking about Coozaunlso in Europe. He reentered the US at 
New York on 3 October 1951 and departed 3 January 1952 at New Orleans. 

He entered again at Miami on 6 February 1952 as a non>iamlgrant visitor and 
departed at Mew York on 17 Hay 1952. On 4 July 1952, he entered tbt^ US 
at La Guardi a aa a i)on>lrouiigrauC vialtor and a guoat of Cardinal Stricen 
of Chicago. He was granted tha priviladge of preexosaination and Issued e 
non>quota immigration vis*, at the US Consulate in Windsor, Ontario on 1 1 
Dcceaiber 1952, and reentered tha US At Iletroit, Michigan on the aaoio day. 

8. An I & MS Reentry Permit granting Bishop Brirgys permisolon to 
visit Colombia and Venezuela indicates that the Bishop returned to tlie VS 
at Miami, Florida on 9 Decenbar 1954 and 13 August 1955. There is no 
record of departure dbtes, or the actual country, or countriee vlaltcd. 

9. Whan Biahop Brizgys first entered the US, he wae carrying 

port No. 243. issued to Bishop Vinceuco Briegys by the Vatican, Rome, Itnly 
under data of 16 April 1947, and valid until 30 June 1953. 

10. Bishop Brizgys was naturalized as a US citizen at Chicago, 

Illinoia on 1 April 1958, Certificate nmsber 7884358, Petition number 38GB64. 
Aa of 17 November 1965, l»l» residence la in the Holy Cross Uoaplta 1. 2701 
West 68th Street, Chicago, Illinois 60629. This hospital la owned and 
operated by the Sisters of St. Cxslmlr, the same Roman Catholic Ro'iglous 
Order which operates Maria High School.

was given to another Biahep. Biehop Brlrgya may hove contacts with 
Lithuanians in Argentina, Braril, Colombia and Vcnetuala, as well aa 
with those ill the US and Canada. 'He la now in attendance at the Ecumen- 
ical Cc'uncll in Rome. Wlicther or not ha will return to Chicago im- 
mediately after the Council la adjourned on B December 1965, ia unknown. 

12. Threa prieata and two reportera from Lithuania are now in Romo, 
and it la believed that Blahop Brlsgya has been uiiauccesaful In hia affer 
to aecure Inforauition from then. One of the prlesta ia believed to be 

a Conmunlat aynpathleer, and tha other two prleata ere afraid to dlscuaw 
the Lithuanian situation when anyone else la present . An uoldeutlfled 
Roman Catholic priest now In Gary, Indiana, who was a claasmate of ona 
of the prleata from Lithuania attending the Ecumenical Council, was also 
unaucceaaful in his efforts to get Information from hla classmate. 

13. Tha following excerpts ara from lattera, dated 27 December 1962 
'and 1 February 1963, to the Honorable Robert Kennedy, US Attorney Genariil 
by Charles R. Allen, Jr., 120 Grant Avenue, Bast Rockavay, New York: 

"Prelate Vincent Brlagya . now Bishop Brlxgya 6f Chicago, Illlnoi 



"It hat been charged that ha is guilty of having collaborattc 
with the Naxls during the porlud whan by deliberate dealgn the Germans 
Imposed the notorious Oat Land 'formula' on the Baltic Countries of 
Lithuania, Batonie and Latvia which openly alaect at exterroloatlng all 
Jews, Gypsies and Slava In that area." 

"On paga 4 of my Dec 27, 196^ letter to you, I noted the case 
of Prelate Vincent Brlzgya, now Blahop Brlrgys of Chicago, Illinois, and 
charged with having cnimalttcd war crlmea in his native Lithuania. 1 am 
encloalng a photoataclc copy of a top secret SS Operation Report laaued 
on August 16, 1941 by tha Chief of SIPO (Security Police) and the SO 
(Security Service) of the SS. This SS reportfls based lo turn from 
other operational reports of the Nasi Elnnatzgruppen in Lltliuanld, and. 

In the description of the SS report by the United States Army's Office of 
Chief of Counsel for War Crimes on March 27, 1947, dealt with persecution 
of Jews, atrocities against civilians, annexation of conquered territory 
and antl-Partlaan activity. 
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"la eunnnarizlng the contents of this top secret SS report, the 
Amarlcaa prosecution st Nuremberg coaanented es follows: Page 16: Con- 

cluding a report on religious affairs, it Is stated that Bishop Brlrgys 
has forbidden all clergy to aid Jews in any way. Then follows under the 
head of executive activity, a detailed Hat of itraons liquidated during 
the 22 July to 2 August 

"I should like to note that upon the completion of thle current 
series of articles of mine, they shall be reprinted In the form of a 
panphlet* Then, an extended, book«lengtb treatment vrlll be published 
both hers In this country add abroad. I do hope that 1 shall be able to 
secure the official position of your Department in these matters." 

lA. Tlie series of articles mentioned by Hr. Allen were Issued by 
the Coosalttoe Against Naeism and A::tl-'Scmitlsm, room 732, 1133 Broadway, 
New York 10, Mew York. 

15. Hr. Allen was advised by the Office of the US Attorney General 
that Bishop Brixgys had acquired US cltlcenahlp and there la no evidence 
upon which this citizenship may be revoked. Chicago area Informants 
scoffed at ths allegation by Allen.

16. Efforts to secure a copy of the Allen pamphlet titled, "Har.i 
War Criminals in Our Midst", will be continued.

Vicentes Brlsgys. Request for security .clearance will be submitted 
and. If cleared, Bishop Brizgys will be contacted upon his return to 
Chicago from Room, for whataver reportabla information he may have. An 
effort will elao be made to identify and Intervlaw the priest In Gary, 
Indiana mentioned in paragraph 12.
